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Hats Off to Our Legislators 
and Our Own Members 


Now that legislative activity is completed we can with justifiable pride claim 
that the interest of health and welfare of the people of Illinois has been well 
served. It is also the time that we, the members of a grateful society, should 
express to our legislators and to our members who served as contact men the 
very deep appreciation of a united society. At no time in recent years has the 
Society done a better job of keeping the legislators informed and enjoyed closer 
cooperation with them, with the result that an extremely effective job has been 
done. House Bill 604, which had the backing of the Society and which dealt 
with the re-registration of dentists, laboratory work orders, and an amendment 
to the Dental Practice Act in regard to advertising, had substituted for it Bills 
S.B. 421, 422, and 424 dealing with each item separately. The Senate versions 
were passed by both the House and the Senate. So, beginning 1960 we will 
have re-registration of dentists every two years. The second bill requires that a 
written work order must accompany each laboratory order and a duplicate be 
retained by the dentist for three years. The third bill dealt with a clarification 
of the Dental Practice Act on advertising as recommended by the Supreme 
Court ruling. 


The Denturist Bill, S.B. 926, to license laboratory technicians was withdrawn 
from the Senate by its sponsor after it could only garner six votes with the roll 
call two-thirds complete. So this threat to the health and welfare of the people 
of Illinois has once again been removed. Our hats are off to our legislators for 
their clear thinking and dedicated concern in matters affecting the health of 


our people. 


Before the flush of victory has gone, sit down and write to each Representative 
and Senator in your district and say “thank you” for a job well done; it might 
also be a good time to ask if there is something you might do for him. Above all 
don’t forget all about him until the next legislative session. Maintain your con- 
tact and give him the information he may need as it arises. And, as long as we 
are saying “thank you” let us not forget those in places of leadership who have 
devoted untold hours to the job with little or no fanfare. Were it not for this 
dedicated leadership results might have been different. So express your thanks 
instead of asking, “What is the Society doing?” The Society is you and without 
you all the good leadership in the world is practically useless. 


The writer would like to express appreciation to Walter Oblinger, associate 
counsel for the Illinois Medical Society, for his kindness in making available 
to our officers and directors the Springfield Newsletter which proved to be a 
gold mine of up-to-date information on legislative matters.

machines available since early 1957. This 
follows the recommendations of the 
American Academy of Oral Roentgen- 
ology’ and of the National Bureau of 
Standards. Due to the divergence of the 
beam, when it reaches the plane of the 
film it has enlarged to a diameter of about 
3 inches. This gives ample leeway to 
cover the film without cone-cutting. 

The amount of aluminum to be added 
to filter the beam has been standardized 
at 1.5 mm. This thickness is used due to 
the New York State law (actually, there 
is evidence that 1 mm. of added aluminum 
filtration is more satisfactory from the 
standpoint of diagnostic quality and time 
of exposure’) .

After installation of Pb diaphragm and 
Al filter, it is necessary to check the beam 
for centering, diameter, and leakage. This 
may be done with a fluorescent screen or 
with the large sized film used for extra- 
oral views. If the beam is off center with- 
out the diaphragm, a service man should 
be called to make the necessary correc- 
tion. 

The great value which results from in- 
stallation of Pb diaphragm and Al filter 
is the reduction® of radiation to the pa- 
tient, and, if screens are not used, to the 
operator. The amount of reduction will 
vary, but in some instances will be as 
much as sixty per cent. The primary fac- 
tor in the reduction of radiation exposure 
is the speed of the film used. For example, 
by changing from slow-speed film to 
ultra-fast film radiation exposure to pa- 
tient and operator is reduced more than 
ninety per cent.

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Partial Reciprocation Now Exists 
Between Indiana and Illinois 


(Below appears the complete text of an agreement entered into by and between 
the Board of Dental Examiners of the State of Indiana and the Department of 
Registration and Education of the State of Illinois, on May 18th, 1959- It is now 


in force.) 
RECIPROCAL AGREEMENT 


This Agreement made and entered into this 18th day of May, 1959, by and between 
the BOARD OF DENTAL EXAMINERS of the State of Indiana and the 
DEPARTMENT OF REGISTRATION AND EDUCATION of the STATE 
OF ILLINOIS. 

WITNESSETH: 

That in consideration of the acknowledgment of the equality of the standards of 
our respective States, pertaining to the practice of Dentistry and the qualifications 
thereof, we do hereby agree to recognize the dental license issued by our respective 
State, insofar as the laws governing the same will permit, under the fqllowing condi- 
tions, to-wit : 

Any applicant having a license in one State, and having been in legal and ethical 
practice for five (5) years or more, immediately preceding application for examina- 
tion, may be admitted for practical examination in the other State without any further 
theoretical examination, provided he has the endorsement and recommendation of 
the licensing agency of his own State. Said applicant shall be subject to the practical 
examination and possess qualifications as required by the laws of the respective State. 

This Agreement shall be in force from the time of its execution by both Parties, and 


may be terminated at any time by either Party giving the other Party sixty (60) days’ 
notice.
